first fork brought* to ArneHea was 
for Governor Jolm Winthrop, in Bos­ 
ton, in 1083; and the first, mention of 
a fork in Virginia was in 1077, a little 
more than fifty years befóte Wash­ 
ington was bdrn, and not quiteihirty 
years before the birth of Ur.

Porto lllco and made effective reci­ 
procity with Cuba. 


"It has strengthened tbe laws deal*

be regretted tlmt the statehood bill 
and tlie railroad rate bill cannot be 
completed at the present session; also 
tbe bill from tbe ways and means com* 
mittee cutting down the tariff on 9Ugar 
and tobacco front the PblllpplheB. 


“Tbe subject matter of these bills 
bas l)oeii pretty Well dfgésted, and 
congroHs will be prepared to thke them 
up nt the beginnliig of tlie next ses­ 
sion, with the in-ospect that legislation 
will rpRiilt. 
Tbls ‘session Of èougress 
has boiMi occupied largely wltb appro­ 
priation bills, with a view to economy, 
so that tlie appropriations ivlli not ex­ 
ceed tin; revonnu. 
I believe that re­ 
sult has been accoinplisbed. The rev­ 
enues have been deei'eased because of 
tlie repelli of the war tax Bets, amount­ 
ing to $100,000,000 annually.

Representative 3ohn Sharp Williams 
of ^i lsslsslppl, Democratic tloor leader, 
said: 


“Congress at this session baa dope 
uotbbig but imss the appropriation 
bills. 
It is true tbe house passed a 
railroad rate bill, wltb twice as many 
Republican recalcitrants as Demoiàfat- 
ic ones. 
That Is virtually all. 
Even 
the rate making bill. In section 14, of­ 
fers two or three opportunltiea for end­ 
less litigation, which makes It far less 
useful than it might be. 


"Congress should have revised the 
tariff, ¿specially the Steel schedule, 
supb as structural ateei and agricul­ 
tural Unploments. 
It ought to bhvo 
passed some legislation to curb tbe 
ti’Usta more thoroughly, for It has been 
shown that even when we win a law­ 
suit against them and even bring to 
bear the machinery of the Injunction, 
as was tbe case In the beef trust, ¿tlie 
trust continues to do that wblcb it bas 
marked out and pays no attentlQÚ 
whatever tt> the government.

Palpitation of the heart may be 
arrested, writes a well known phy­ 
sician, by bending down ho as to al­ 
low the blood to run to the heart. 


'Take ihe whites of two eggs and 
beat them, add two h])oonfuls of 
white sugar, grate in a little nut­ 
meg, then add a pint; of lukewann 
water. 
Stir well.and drink often. 
Repeat the prepiiratioii if necessary, 
and it will cure the nuwl obstinate 
case of hoare^esa in a very nhort 
time. 


To make a linseed poultice take 
of tine ground linseed meal four 
parts and of boiling water ten parts. 
Mix the linseed meal with the ^vater 
gradually, stirring con.-itiintly. The 
poultice should be an inch thiekand 
very hot. 
A piece of thin Haunel 
placed between it nnd the skin will 
enable the poultice to be borne much 
hotter than it otherwise would.
